It was one Sunday, as I travelled through 
tho coy aly of Orange,that my eye was caught 
by a cluster of horses tied near it ruinous, old 
wooden house, 
not 
far 
bom the road­ 
side. 
Hiving frequently soon, such object- 
before, in travelling through these state?, I 
had no U.tficully in understanding that this 
was a place of religions worship. 
Devotion alone should have stopped me, lo 
join in the duties of Hie congregation, bat I 
must confess, that curiosity,to hear Hie preach­ 
er of such a wilderness, was not tho least of 
my motives. On entering, I was struck with 
his preternatural appearance; lie was a tall 
and very spare old man ; ins head, which 
was covered with a white linen cap, his shriv­ 
elled hands, and his voice, were ail shaking 
under the influence of a palsy; and a few mo­ 
ments ascertained to mo that he was perfect­ 
ly blind. 
The tlr.-t emotions which touched my breast 
were those of mingled pity* and veneration.— 
Bot all I sacred God I how soon were ult my 
feelings changed! 
Tile lips of l’iato were 
never more worthy of a prognostic swarm of 
bees, than were the lips of this holy man I It 
was a day of tho administration of the sacra­ 
ment; and his subject, of course, was the pas­ 
sion of our Saviour. 
I had heard the subject 
handled a thousand times; I had thought it, 
exhausted long ago. 
Little did I 8appose 
that in Hie wild woods of America I was to 
meet with a man whose eloquence woald give 
to this topic a new and more sublime pathos 
than I had ever before witnessed. 
As be descended from the pulpit to distribute 
the mystic symbols, there was a jiecuiiar, a 
more than human solemnity in his air and 
manner which made my blood run cold and 
my whole frame shiver. 
He then drew a picture of the sutlerings of 
oar Saviour; his trial before Pilate; hisascent 
up Calvary; his crucifixion and bis death. 
I 
knew the whole history, but never until then 
bad I heard Hie circumstances so selected, so 
arranged, so colored, 
ll was all now’, and I 
seemed to have heard it for Hie first time in 
my IMe. 
His enunciation was so deliberate 
that his voice trembled on every syllable, and 
every heart iu I he assembly trembled iii uni­ 
son. 
His peculiar phrases had that forco of 
description that Hie original scene appeared 
to he, at that moment, acting before our eyes. 
We saw tho very face! of the Jews, tho start­ 
ing, frightful distortions of malico and rage. 
We saw the bullet; my soul kindled with a 
flame of indignation, nnd my hands were in­ 
voluntarily and convulsively clenched. 
But when he came to touch on the patience, 
the forgiving meekness of our Saviour; when 
lie drew lo the life His blessed eyes streaming 
to I lea iou; His voice breathing to God a soft 
aud gentle prayer of pardon on His enemies. 
“ Father, forgive them, for they know not what 
til”) do”—Hie voice of the preacher, which 
hail all along faltered, grew fainter and fainter, 
until ins utterance being entirely obstructed 
by the force of his feeling, he raised his hand­ 
kerchief to his (‘yes, nnd burst into a loud aud 
Irrepressible grief. The (fleet is Inconceiva­ 
ble. The whole house resounded with the 
mingled groans, and sobs, and shrieks of the 
congregation. 
It was some time before the tumult had 
bren subsided so far a- to permit blin to pro- 
c h*;I. Indeed, judging by tile usual but fal­ 
lacious standard of my own weakness, I be­ 
gan to t*o very utioasy for the situation of the 
preacher. 
For I could not conceive how he 
would be aide to let his audience down from 
Hie heighDto which be bad wound them, Wilh­ 
o it impairing the solemnity and dignity of his 
subject or perhaps shocking them by the u!t- 
ruptness of the fall. 
But no; the descent was 
as beautiful and sublime as the elevation had 
been rapid and enthusiastic. 
The first sentence, with which he broke the 
awful silence, was a quotation from Rousseau, 
“ Socrates died like a philosopher, but Jesus 
Chri.-t like a God!” 
I despair of giving you an idea of the effect 
produced by this s-hort sentence, unless you 
could perfectly conceive the whole manner of 
the man as well as the peculiar crisis in Hie 
discourse. 
Never l»eforo did I completely 
understand what Demosthenes incant by lay­ 
ing such stress on delivery. 
You are to bring 
before you the venerable figure of the preach­ 
er; his blindness, constantly recalling to your 
recollection old Homer, titia n and Milton, 
and associating with his performance the 
melancholy grandeur of their geniuses; you 
are to imagine that you hear bis slow, solemn, 
well-accented enunciation, and his voice of 
allecting, trembling melody; you aro to re­ 
member the pitch of passion and enthusiasm 
to which the congregation were raised; and 
then, the few minutes of portentous, death­ 
like silence which reigned throughout the 
house; the preacher removing his white hand­ 
kerchief from his aged face (even yet wet 
from Hic recent torrent of his tears), and 
slowly stretching forth his palsied hand which 
holds it, begins the sentence. 
“ Socrates died 
like a philosopher," then pausing, raising his 
other hand, pressing them troth clasped to­ 
gether, with warmth and energy to his breast, 
lifting his “ sightless halls” to heaven, aud 
pouring bis whole soul iuto Ills tremulous 
voice—“ but Jesus Christ—like a God I” lf 
he had been iuUecd aud in truth aa auget of 
light, the effect could scarcely have been more 
divine. Whatever I had been able to conceive 
of the sublimity of Massillon, or the force of 
Bourdaloue, had fallen far short of the {vower 
which I felt from the delivery of this simple 
sentence. 
Th* blood, which just before had 
rushed in a hurricane upon my braiu, aud, in 
the violence and agony of my 
feelings, 
beld my whole system lu susj>ense, now ran 
back into my heart with a sensation which I 
cgnnot describe—a kind of shuddering, de­ 
licious horror I The paroxysm or blended pity 
aud indignation, to which I had benn trans­ 
ported, subsided into tho deepest self-abase­ 
ment, humility and adoration. 
I had Just 
been lacerated and dissolved by sympathy for 
our Saviour us a fellow creature; but now, 
with fear and trembling, I adored him a3—** a 
God I” 
If this description gives you Hie Impression 
that this incomparable minister had an)thing 
of shallow, theatrical trick In his manner, it 
docs him great injustice. 
I have never wen 
iii any other orator such a union of simplicity 
aud majesty. 
He has not a gesture, uu atti­ 
tude or an accent to which lie does not seem 
forced by the sentiment which he is express­ 
ing. 
Ilia mind is too serious, too earnest, too 
solicitous, and, at the same time, too digni­ 
fied, to stoop to artifice. 
Although as far re 
moved from ostentation as a man can bo, yet 
it is clear from the train, the style aud sub­ 
stance of his thoughts, that lie is not only a 
very polite scholar, but a man of extensive 
aud profound erudition. 
I was forcibly struck 
witli a short yet beautiful character which ho 
drew of our learned and amiable countryman, 
Sir Robert Boyle. 
He sjKvke of him as lf ‘‘LL 
noble mind had, even before death, divested 
herself of all influence from his frail taverna. 
cie of flesh 
and called bim, iu his peculiar­ 
ly emphatic aud impressive manner, “ a pure 
intelligence —the liuk between men and an­ 
gels.” 
This man bas been before my imagination 
almost ever since. 
A thousand times, as I 


roue along, I dropped the reins of my bridle, 
stretched forth my hand, and tried to imila'e 
his quotation from Rousseau ; a thousand 
limes I abandoned the attempt in despair,and 
felt persuaded that his peculiar manner aul 
power arose from ail energy of soul which 
nature could give, but which no human being 
could justly copy. 
In short, lie seems lobe 
altogether a being of ti former age, or o ra 
totally (IiHereat nature from the rest of men. 
As I recall, at this moment, several of his aw­ 
ful striking attitudes, the chilling tide, with 
which my blood begins lo pour along my nr- 
teries, reminds mn of Hie emotions produced 
by the hrst sight of Gray’s introductory pic­ 
ture of his bard: 


- “ On a rock, rlio.se haughty brow 
F row ns o’er old Conway ’a foam ing flood, 
Lobed in the sable garb of woe, 
W ith haggard eyes the poet stood; 
Loose his byard and hoary hair 
Str* ariled, like a m eteor, to the troubled a ir; 
And, with a poet’s hand amt prophet’s fire, 
Struck the deep sorrows of hts lyre.” 
Guess my surprise, when on my arri val ut 
Richmond, and mentioning the name of this 
man, I found not one person who had ever be­ 
fore* beard of James Waddell! 
Is 
It uot 
strange that such a geums us this, so accom­ 
plished a scholar, so divine an orator, should 
be permitted to languish and die in obscurity, 
within eighty miles of the metropolis of Vir­ 
ginia? To me it is a conclusive argument, 
either that Hie Virginians have no taste for 
the highest strains of the most sublime ora 
tory, or that they are destitute of a much 
more important quality, the love of genuine 
and exalted religion.

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II y.as one Sunday, as I travelled through 
the county of Orange,that my eye was caught 
by a cluster of horses tied near a ruinous, old 
wooden house, 
not 
Tar 
from tiie road­ 
side. 
Having frequently seen, such objects 
before, in travelling thr ough these stales, I 
had no d.ffleuiiy in understanding that this 
was a place of religious worship. 
DevoUou alone should have stopped me, to 
join in the duties of the congregation, but I 
must confess, that curiosity,to hear the preach­ 
er of such a wilderness, was not tho least of 
my motives. 
On entering, I was strusk with 
his preternatural appearance; he was a tali 
and very spare old man ; Lis head, whicli 
was covered with a white linen cap, his shriv­ 
elled hands, and his voice, were all shaking 
under the influence of a palsy; and a few mo­ 
ments ascertained to me that he was perfect­ 
ly blind. 
The hrst emotions which touched my breast 
were those of mingled pity and veneration.— 
But ah ! sacred God 1 how soon were ail my 
feelings changed I 
The lips of Plato were 
never more worthy of a prognostic swarm of 
bees, than were the lips of this holy man ! It 
Was a day of the administration of the sacra­ 
ment; and his subject, of course, wa3 the pas­ 
sion of our Saviour. 
I had heard the subject 
handled a thousand times; I had thought it, 
ex'.iousted long ago. 
Little did I suppose 
that in the wild woods of America I was to 
meet witli a man whose eloquence would give 
to thi3 topic a new and more sublime pathos 
than I liad ever before witnessed. 
As he descended from the pulpit to distribute 
the mystic symbols, there was a peculiar, a 
more than human solemnity in his air and 
manner which made my blood run cold and 
my whole frame shiver. 
He then drew' a picture of the sutlerings of 
our Saviour; bis trial before Pilate; hisasceut 
up Calvary; his crucifixion and his death. 
I 
knew the whole history, but never until then 
liad I heard the circumstances so selected, so 
arranged, so colored. 
It was al! new, and I 
seemed to have heard it for (lie first time in 
my life, 
llis enunciation was so deliberate 
that his voice trembled on every syllable, and 
every heart in The assembly trembled in uui- 
son. 
Ilis peculiar phrases had that force ol 
description that the original scene appeared 
to be, at that moment, acting before oureye3. 
We saw tho very faces of the Jews, the start­ 
ing, frightful distortions of malice and rage. 
We saw the bufiet; my soul kindled with a 
tlame of indignation, and my Lands were in­ 
voluntarily and convulsively clenched. 
But when lie came to touch on the patience, 
the forgiving meekness of our Saviour; when 
lie drew to the life Ilis blessed eyes streaming 
to Heaven; Ilis voice breathing to God a soft 
and gentle prayer of pardon on His enemies. 
“ Father, forgive them, for they know not what 
they do”—the voice of the preacher, which 
had all along faltered, grew faiuter and fainter, 
until liis utterance being entirely obstructed 
by the force of Lis feeling, he raised his hand­ 
kerchief to liis eyes, and burst into a loud and 
irrepressible grief. 
The eflect is inconceiva­ 
ble. 
The whole house respunded with the 
mingled groans, and sobs, and shrieks of the 
congregation. 
It was some time before the tumult had 
b'on subsided so far as to permit him to pro­ 
ceed. 
Indeed, judging by the usual but fal­ 
lacious standard of my own weakness, I be­ 
an to bo very uneasy for the situation of the 
preacher. 
For I could not conceive how he 
would be able to let liis audience down from 
the heightto which he had wound them, with­ 
out impairing the solemnity and dignity of his 
subject or perhaps shocking them by the ab­ 
ruptness of tho fall. 
But no; the descent was 
as beautiful and sublime as the elevation liad 
been rapid and enthusiastic. 
The first sentence, with which he broke the 
awful silence, was a quotation from Rousseau, 
“ Socrates died like a philosopher, but Jesus 
Christ like a God!” 
I despair of giving you an idea of the effect 
produced by this short «entence, uuless you 
could perfectly conceive the whole manner of 
the man as well as the peculiar crisis in the 
discourse. 
Never before did I completely 
understand what Demosthenes meant by lay­ 
ing such stress on delivery. 
You are to bring 
before you the venerable figure of the preach­ 
er; bis blindness, constantly recalling to your 
recollection old Homer, Ossiaii and Milton, 
and associating with his performance the 
melancholy grandeur of their geniuses; you 
are to imagine that you hear his slow', solemn, 
well-accented enunciation, and his voice of 
affecting, trembling melody; you aro to re­ 
member the pitch of passion and enthusiasm 
to which the congregation were raised; and 
then, the few minutes of portentous, death­ 
like silence which reigned throughout the 
house; the preacher removing his white hand­ 
kerchief from his aged face (even yet wet 
from the recent torrent of his tears), and 
slowly stretching forth his palsied hand which 
holds it, begins the sentence. 
“ Socrates died 
like a philosopher,” then pausing, raising his 
other hand, pressing them both 
clasped to­ 
gether, with warmth and energy to his breast, 
lifting hi3 “ sightless balls” to heaven, and 
pouring his whole soul iuto his tremulous 
voice—“ but Jesus Christ—like a G od!” 
If 
he had been indeed and in truth an angel of 
light, tho effect could scarcely have been more 
divine. Whatever I had been able to conceive 
of tho sublimity of Massillon, or the force of 
Bourdaloue, had fallen far short of the -power 
which I felt from the delivery of this simple 
sentence. 
The blood, which just before had 
rushed in a hurricane upon my braiu, and, in 
the 
violence and agony of my 
feelings, 
held my whole system in suspense, now ran 
back into my heart with a sensation which 
cgnnot describo—a kind of shuddering, de­ 
licious horror 1 The paroxysm or bleuded pity 
and indignation, to which I had boon trans­ 
ported, subsided into tho deepest self-abaso- 
nient, humility and adoration. 
I had just 
been lacerated and dissolved by sympathy for 
our Saviour as a fellow creature; but now, 
with fear and trembling, I adored him a3—‘ 
God I” 
If this description gives you the impression 
that this incomparable minister had anything 
of shallow, theatrical trick in his manner, it 
does him great injustice. 
I have never seen 
in any other orator such a union of simplicity 
and majesty. 
He has not a gesture, an atti 
tude or an accent to which lie does not seem 
forced by the sentiment which he is express­ 
ing. 
Ilis mind is too serious, too earnest, too 
solicitous, and, at the same time, too digni 
fled, to stoop to artifice. 
Although as far re 
moved from ostentation as & man can be, yet 
it is clear from the train, the style and sub 
stance of his thonghts, that he is not only t 
very polite scholar, but a man of extensive 
and profound erudition. 
I was forcibly struck 
with a short yet beautiful character which he 
drew of our learued and amiable Countryman, 
Sir Robert Boyle. 
lie spoke of him as if “his 
noble mind had, even before death, divested 
herself of all influonce from hia frail taberna, 
ele of flesh ;” and called him, iu his peculiar­ 
ly emphatic and impressive manner, “ a pure 
intelligence—the link between men and an­ 
gels.” 
This man has been before my imagination 
almost ever since. 
A thousand times, as I 


rode along, I dropped the reins of my bridle, 
stretched forth my hand, and tried to imitate 
his quotation from Rousseau ; 
a thousand 
times I abandoned the attempt in despair,and 
felt persuaded that his peculiar manner ai.d 
power arose from an energy of soul which 
nature could give, hut which no human being 
could justly copy. 
In short, he seems to be 
altogether a being of a former age, or of a 
totally different nature from the rest of men. 
As I recall, at this moment, several of his aw­ 
ful striking altitudes, the chilling tide, with 
which my blood begins to pour along my ar­ 
teries, reminds me of the emotions produced 
by the first sight of Gray’d introductory pic­ 
ture of his bard: 


- “ O n a rock, w h o se h a u g h ty brow 
F ro w n s o ’e r old C onw ay’s fo am in g flood, 
R obed in th e sab le g a rb of w oe, 
W ith h ag g ard eyes th e p e e t stood; 
L oose his b ja rd a n d hoary h air 
S tream ed, like a m eteo r, to th e tro u b led a i r ; 
A nd, w ith a p o e t’s h an d and p ro p h et’s fire, 
S tru ck th e deep so rro w s of his ly re.” 
Guess my surprise, when on mv arrival at 
Richmond, and mentioning tiie name of this 
man, I found not one person who had ever be­ 
fore heard of James Waddell! 
Is 
it not 
strange that such a genius as Litis, so accom­ 
plished a scholar, so divine an orator, should 
be permitted to languish and die in obscurity, 
Within eighty miles of the metropolis of Vir­ 
ginia? To me it is a conclusive argument, 
either that the Virginians have no taste for 
the highest strains of the most sublime ora 
tory, or that they are destitute of a much 
more important quality, the love of genuine 
and exalted religion.

T i le '• t u r r s - l l i i d d i n g to n C o u n c i l . 
Perhaps it is somewhat premature and cor­ 
respondingly unsatisfactory to comment upon 
the church imbroglio in Brooklin in the pres­ 
ent stage of Hie proceedings of the Council. 
It seems that we accepted the suggestion of 
our hope rather than that of the hard fact iii 
saying as we did yesterday that the body of 
eminent divines assembled iu tho audience 
room of Dr. Storrs’ church had decided that 
it was not ex parte but advisory. 
If we right­ 
ly get Jut the heart of the situation, Hie Coun­ 
cil has not yet, to use Hie expressive meta­ 
phor of Dr. Rankin, 
“ been able to baptixo 
the child.” 
With the technical jierplexity 
which appears to bother the brethren in this 
coelection we have no reason to meddle; it is 
their aflalr and they may fix it, as they un­ 
doubtedly will, lo suit themselves. 
We have 
just mentioned one thing which appears diffi­ 
cult to the good doctors; uow let us specify 
one thing which seems singular to us; and 
ma', be our point eau be more easily and clear­ 
ly stated in the form of a question than in any 
other. 
Does it or does it not strike the mind 
of the average reader of current events that 
this Congregational Council, made up of the 
beat-knuwn clergymen within the denomina­ 
tion, summoned at a vast outlay of time and 


money from diflerent parts of tho couutry, is 
sitting on one small egg? In answering this 
query it will be necessary lo keep in view the 
position distinctly taken aud strenuously beld 
to In its public sessions thus far, to the effect 
that nothing personal to Mr. Beecher forms 
any part of the purpose or object of Hie con­ 
vention. 
Dr. Storrs avowed this in his long 
and comprehensive speech upon the matters 
at issue, and that too with a pathos and ten­ 
derness which it would be churlish aud carp­ 
ing iudeed to interpret iii any but one way. 
He alluded, in passing, to the acaudal of one 
year ugo and said with uo effort to conceal 
his disgust with those who should assume that 
he attached any present value to it, that Mr. 
Beecher’s tardy though final disavowal end­ 
ed whatever Importance it might have had in 
his (Dr. Storrs’) mind previous to that time. 
Now, if the sentiments and opinions of Dr. 
Storrs are at onca those of his fellows of the 
Council, we are put iu possession of an official 
and emphatic disclaimer which removes the 
item of tile Bowen-Tilton scandal from the 
docket of the body now assembled. 
Our in­ 
quiry then is narrowed down to this: 
\Vhat 
it the object of Hie Council? 
The answer to 
that question, drawn from the minutes of its 
action, seems to be that it is called for the 
purpose 
of 
advising two men, and two 
men only, 
what 
lo 
do 
in 
case 
any­ 
body 
in 
tile 
membership 
of either of 
tile churches over which they preside should 
ever defame or oe accused of defaming cith­ 
er of those two men. 
Now, in order to show 
that neither Drs. Storrs or Buddington need 
any advice us to what steps to take upon that 
hypothesis, we have to#go no further than the 
public remarks before tho Council 
of Dr. 
Storrs himself. 
Tnereiu lie declared the prac­ 
tice (if his church iii general in relation to de­ 
linquents aud intimated in phrases capable of 
no diverse construction what would have hap­ 
pened to Mr. Tilton in case that gentleman 
had chanced to be dealing with the Church of 
tlio Pilgrims instead of its Plymouth sister. 
So far, so plain. 
Then what do those fuddled 
aud harassed pastors want to be advised 
about ? 
They don't want to investigate Mr. 
Beecher directly and have no authority to do 
so; they don't hesitate as to how to handle 
gossips and scandal-mongers lf such should 
arise—then iii tho name of sunshine, what do 
they want? 
Again making a draught from 
Hie copious waters of their lelters-missive and 
Demosthenian orations before the Council,from 
w hich to fetter an idea small enough and com­ 
pact euough to grasp without an inspired un­ 
derstanding, we gather this: the two Brook­ 
lyn clergymen want to know if Hie action of 
Plymouth Church in permitting Mr. Tilton to 
retire from its membership while under charge 
of having calumniated its Pastoria to be tho 
rule of the denomination in. kindred cases. 
If, after all the incidental m atter which the 
Council itself has eliminated from Hie contro­ 
v ersy ^ put by tiler J remains anything more 
at issue than the point just stated, we confess 
our inability to understand what it is. 
We do 
not doubt the importance of this single thing 
in the guise in’wbicb it presents itself to Drs. 
Buddington aud Storrs; but they must allow 
us to say tiiat the dispassionate, unprofession­ 
al judgment of the outside world in respect 
to Hie larger and more salient aspects of 
church polity is sometimes sounder and more 
practical than that of the anxious, prejudiced 
men within its pale. 
That judgment will be 
in the cud to the substantial etlect that Drs. 
Storrs and Buddiugton are making a big fuss 
over a very diminutive piece of |>ork. 
One 
word by way of postscript, and that too iu an 
interrogative form. Is it not just possible that 
if Ply mouth Church Iud reverse! its action iu 
Hie Blatter of Mr. Tilton's w ithdrawal and in­ 
vestigated him instead, Drs. Storrs aud Bud- 
dingtou could lu re foreseen a great and durn- 
aging 
unpleasantness? 
Finally—as those 
brethren themselves would say—whether Mr. 
Beecher, to whom this whole business leads 
and who ouly is vitally interested iu it, is 
guilty of any sin or not, his jierturbed and ofx 
Acinus neighbors have no call to try to drag 
out Hie facts over the shoulders of Theodore 
Tilton aud by the paltry lever of a case that 
don't tecur twice in a hundred years.

Mr. SHERMAN moved to strike out Hit 
words“for circulation” in Mr. Wright's amend­ 
ment and insert before the word “amount” 
the word “ maximum," so that it would read 
“ the maximum amount of Culled Slates notes 
is hecrby fixed at $490,000,000.” 
Mr. WRIGHT modified his amendment to 
read in that manner. 
Wright moved to strike 
out the whole of the first section of the bill 
after the enacting clause aud insert “that tin 
amount of Cuffed States notes for circulation 
Is hereby fixed at $400,090,000.” 
Mr. MURRILL of Vermont moved to amend 
the substitute by resorting afterthew ord “dol­ 
lars” as fellows: “ at which amount it shall 
remain until reduced as liereinafter provided.”

That $46,000,900 iii notes for cir­ 
culation in addition to such circulation now 
allowed by law shall be issued to national bank­ 
ing associations now organized or which may 
be hereafter organized, and such increased 
circulation shall be distributed among the 
several states us provided in section oue of 
the act entitled “ An act to provide for the re­ 
demption of 3 (ter cent, loan certificates and 
for an increase of national bauk notes,” ap­ 
proved July 12th, 1870. 
A number of other amendments were of­ 
fered, but without action the Senate at six 
o'clock adjourned.

He married ti daughter of N. P. 
Talmage, once Lieuteiiaiu-Governor of this 
Stale, for in ny years President of Hie Ameri­ 
can Institute, and a public man of no liltl*; 
prominence and ability. 
Miss Talmage, lie- 
fore lier marriage, 
traveled 
in 
Europe, 
and 
was 
reputed 
the 
handsomest 
woman 
of 
her 
day. 
Jibe 
was 
In­ 
vited to the English Court in the early part 
of Queen Victoria’s reign; and it is said that 
the royal lady one.1 said she would be willing 
to resign lier throne if thereby site could ac­ 
quire Miss Talmage's beauty. 
Mr. Van Rens­ 
selaer had four children—two sons and two 
daughters. 
Tho sons, we believe, only sur­ 
vive. 
ll is wire became a spiritualist, and the 
couple lived thereafter a wandering, uncertain 
life. 
They resided sometimes iii Germany, 
then in Franco, then in New York, finally, for 
somo lime preceding Mr. Van Rensselaer’s 
death, on the Pacific coast. 
It is understood 
that a large part of their lino fortune was dis­ 
sipated by unfortunate ventures. 
Tile I tdy 
died about two years ago in this city. 
The 
family mansion 
at 
New Hamburgh 
had 
many vicissitudes. 
It was once In posses­ 
sion 
of 
Cyrus 
W. 
Field, 
but 
has 
more recently been owned und occupied by 
Jam es ll. Ingersoll, formerly of Tammany. 
now of Auburn. 
It is understood that Hie es­ 
tate is still held for Ingersoll by a relative.— 
One of the Ingersoll* was in the house at the 
lime it was burned, and ho only saved his life 
by jumping from a window. 
It w as a hand­ 
some edifice, full of curious old furniture and 
articles of reefn,and commanded a most beau­ 
tiful view of the Hudson river. 
The estate, 
which was a magnificent one, comprising 
over three hundred acres, the house and fjr- 
p'ture, was worth over a hundred thousand 
dollars. 
Ingersoll, ii is said, has riot been 
able to dispose of the estate as he wished to 
do. 
It lies aixivc New Hamburgh, on the 
road to Poughkeepsie, from which it is dis­ 
tant only about six milos.

To this Cox replied that the people and 
pre33 of the country were not likely to be en­ 
lightened or to have their views changed by 
the speeches in tbe House. 
The House re­ 
fused, 61 to 93, to go into committee on the 
legislative appropriation bill and immediately 
took up the currency bill aud Maynard opened 
the debate in advocacy of the bill. 
Speeches 
were also made by Durham of Kentucky and 
Farwell of Illinois, both members of the Bank- 
g Committee. 
Mr. COX suggested facetiously an amend­ 
ment that every dollar greenback now in cir­ 
culation shall be a legal tender for three 
dollars and that every two dollar, five dollar 
and ten dollar greenback shall be legal tender 
for three times its present value. He remarked 
that that would save the expense of priuting. 
Mr. SCUDDER of New York presented a 
petition signed by leading bankers and mer­ 
chants of New York city, representing several 
hundred millions of capital, requesting that a 
law be passed authorizing and requiring the 
Secretary of the Treasury in the manufacture of 
of all government issues hereafter to be made 
to conform to the plan recommended by joint 
select committee on retrenchment in their re­ 
port of March 3d, 1869. 
The House then at 4:40 adjourned.

SENATE. 
Washington, March 26. 
The bill providing for tbo redemption and 
reissue or United States notes and for free 
bankiug was taken up. 
After some discus 
■ion it wai agreed to take a vote on the bill 
at four o’clock, after which to have speeches 
on each amendment to be confined to ten min­ 
utes for each Senator desiring to speak. 
Morrill’s amendment to Wright’s amend­ 
ment was disagreed to—26 to 31. 
Mr. SHERMAN moved to strike out the 
words “for circulatiou” in Mr. Wright’s amend­ 
ment and insert before the word “amount” 
the word "maximum,” so that it would read 
‘the maximum amount of United States notes 
is heerby fixed at $400,000,000.” 
Mr. WRIGHT modified his amendment to 
read in that manner. 
Wright moved to strike 
out the whole of the first section of the bill 
after tbe enactiug clause aud insert “that the 
amount of Uuited States notes for circulation 
is hereby fixed at $400,000,000.” 
Mr. MORRILL of Vermont moved to amend 
the substitute by inserting after the word “dol­ 
lars” as fellows: "at which amount it shall 
remain until reduced as hereinafter provided.” 
Messrs. FENTON, MORRILL of Vermont 
and LOGAN occupied the time to four o’clock, 
when the Chair announced the ten miüute rule 
was ineflct. 
Messrs. HOWE, TnURMAN and FERRY 
then spoke briefly. 
Tbe question being on the amendment of 
Schurz to strike out “eighty-two” and insert 
“ fifty-six,” so that the maximum limit of 
United States notes should be $356,000.000 in­ 
stead of $382,000,000, as reported by tlie com­ 
mittee, it was lost—18 yeas, 40 nays. 
Mr. WRIGHT’S amendment as 
modified 
was then adopted a3 follows—yeas 31, nays 
26. 
Mr. MERRIMON moved as a substitute for 
the whole bill the followiug section: 
Section 1. That the maximum limit of 
United Stat*s notes for circulation is hereby 
fixed at $400,000,000, at which sum it shall 
remain. 
Section 2. That $46,000,000 in notes for cir­ 
culation in addition to such circulation now 
allowed by law shall be issued to national bank­ 
ing associations now organized or which may 
be hereafter organized, and such increased 
circulation shall be distributed among the 
several states as provided in section one of 
the act entitled “ An act to provide for the re­ 
demption of 3 per cent, loan certificates and 
for an increase of national bank notes,’’ ap­ 
proved July 12th, 1870. 
A number of other amendments were of­ 
fered, but without action the Senate at six 
o’clock adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts presented a 
new set of credentials, certifying to the elec­ 
tion of Finchback as Representative-at-Large 
for Louisiana. 
Referred to tho Committee on 
Elections. 
The SPEAKER presented to the House a 
communication of the American Bible Society, 
stating that it proposed to hold its 58th anni­ 
versary in Washington on Sunday evening, 
May 17th, and asking the use of tho hall of 
the House of Representatives for that purpose 
on tbe ground that the society is neither 
sectional nor denominational, but is preemi­ 
nently national. 
The Speaker stated that the 
application originally was for the use of the 
hall for a week day eveniug and that lie had 
replied to the request by staling that tbe rule 
absolutely prohibited the use of the hall for 
any but its legitimate purpose except on Sun­ 
days, when the rule allows it to bo used for 
divine service at the discretion of the Speaker.

Rensselaer was one of the descendants of the 
old Patroou, and his seat near New Hamburgh 
was one of the finest on the east bank of tlie 
Hudson, 
lie married a daughter of N. P. 
Talmage, once Lieutenant-Governor of this 
State. Tor many years President of the Ameri­ 
can Institute, and a public man of no little 
prominence and ability. 
Miss Talmage, be­ 
fore her marriage, 
traveled 
in 
Europe, 
nd 
was 
reputed 
the 
handsomest 
woman 
of 
her 
day. 
Site 
was 
in­ 
vited to the English Court in the early part 
of Queen Victoria’s reign; and it is said that 
the royal lady once said she would be willing 
to resign her throne if thereby she couhl ac­ 
quire Miss Talmage’? beauty. 
Mr. Van Rens­ 
selaer had four children—two sons and two 
daughters. 
The sons, we believe, only' sur­ 
vive. 
His wife became a spiritualist, and tiro 
couple lived thereafter a wandering, uncertain 
life. 
They resided sometimes in Germany, 
then in Franco, then in New \o rk , finally, for 
some time preceding Mr. Van Rensselaer’s 
death, on tbe Pacific coast. 
It is understood 
that a large part of their tine fortune was dis­ 
sipated by unfortunate ventures. 
The 1 tdy 
died about two years ago in this city. 
The 
family mansion 
a t 
New Hamburgh 
had 
many vicissitudes. 
It was once in posses­ 
sion 
of 
Cyru3 
W. 
Field, 
but 
has 
more recently been owned and occupied by 
Jumes H. Ingersoll, formerly of Tammany, 
now of Auburn. 
It is understood that the es­ 
tate is still held for Ingersoll by a relative.— 
One of tlie Ingersolls was in the bouse at the 
time it was burned, and ho only saved his life 
by jumping from a window. 
It was a hand­ 
some edifice, full of curious old furniture and 
articles of rerfiqaud commanded a most beau­ 
tiful view of the Hudson river. 
The estate, 
which was a magnificent one, comprising 
over three hundred acres, the house and i’ur- 
piture, was worth over a hundred thousand 
dollars. 
Ingersoll, it i3 said, hu3 not been 
able to dispose of the estate as he wished to 
do. 
It lies above New Hamburgh, 011 the 
road to Poughkeepsie, from which it is dis­ 
tant only about six miles.

It was generally felt that Dr. Beke’s letter 
about tbo discovery of the true Mount Sinai, 
hardly justified the glittering generalities of 
the telegram which preceded it. 
Already tlie 
importance of his “discovery” is denied by the 
supporters of the claims of other m ountains. 
Beke would make Jebel-en-Nar to be Sinai, 
but Mr. Holland, of Evcslian), declares tin t 
the venerable traveller lias not in tlie least 
shaken ins faith in Jebcl Musa as the tine 
Mount Sinai, and ho is quite ready to briny 
forward arguments to disprove Beke’s theory. 
Major C. W. Wilson writes to the London 
Times in behalf of the members of tlie late 
Ordnance survey of Sintfi, and says they are 
“fully prepared to maintain the opinion they 
have expressed as to the position of Mount 
Sinai in the peninsula of the same nam e; that 
all the conditions required by the Bible narra­ 
tive are fullv met by the identification of 
Mount Sinai with the well-known lias Sufsa- 
feh, while it remains to be seen whether Beke 
can say the same of his new discovery; that 
Beke attaches undue importance to the pres­ 
ence of sacrificial remains, a tradition relating 
to Moses, and the existence of Sinaitic inscrip­ 
tions; that, had lie known the country a little 
better, he would have been aware that from 
RasM uhammed to Petra there aro scarcely 
twenty square miles in which a place of sac­ 
rifice and tradition of Moses cannot be found; 
an that as to Sinaitic inscriptions, they are 
sown broadcast over tho country.” 
So Dr. Bckc has at least two vigorous an­ 
tagonists ready to dispute with him when lie 
shall arrive in England; and several moun­ 
tains, besides those in dispute between these 
three wise men, are yet to be “ heard from." 
At least half a dozen peaks have been identi­ 
fied by different travelers, at different times, 
as the true Mount Sinai.— New York Evening 
Post. 


There are a few old-fashioned Methodist 
bishops left over who do not believe in utiliz­ 
ing tlie church as á ladder to climb into office, 
or as an engine to carry elections.

followed surveying and conveyancing .for the 
p ast 50 years and has probably written as 
many conveyances as any other person In the 
county. 
About 22 years ago he projected 
the first map of Ulster county, and had in his 
employ In making surveys for that purpose 
P.'II. Brink, then of Saugerties, and Jay Gould, 
then a young man of limited means but now 
the great railway magnate. 
For some reason 
the surveys were withheld from Mr. Snyder 
and the map was publiehed by other parties. 
Ile has held several Important offices in church 
and state. 
Under the old school system he 
was Superintendent of Common Schools, and 
held the office of Justice of the Penes many 
years, also that of Justice of Sessions.

litics he was a life-long Democrat and*never 
swerved from party duty. 
He was somewhat 
ultra in his views on some subjects, but In his 
death the community has suffered Hie loss of 
a useful and worthy citizen.

At the 
age of 30 he removed to the town o í Roches­ 
ter, where he engaged in the mercantile busi­ 
ness, in which he was not successful. 
He has 
followed surveyiug and conveyancing .for the 
p ast 50 years and has probably written as 
many conveyances as any other person in the 
county. 
About 22 years ago he projected 
the first map of Ulster county, and had in his 
employ in making surveys for that purpose 
.'II. Brink, then of Saugerties.and Jay Gould, 
then a young man of limited means but now 
the great railway magnate. 
For some reason 
the surveys were withheld from Mr. Snyder 
and the map was published by other parties. 
He has held several importaut offices in church 
and state. 
Under the old school system he 
was Superintendent of Common Schools, aud 
held the office of Justice of the Peace many 
years, also that of Justice of Sessions. 
In po­ 
litics he was a life-long Democrat and¿nerer 
swerved from party duty. 
He was somewhat 
ultra in his views on some subjects, but in his 
death the community has suffered the loss of 
a useful and worthy citizen. 
The funeral of Mr. Snyder will take place 
from his late residence to-dav at two o’clock.
